The large 
winter hardy plant has exceptional vigor. Has 
pollen and sets seed.

This light blue ruffled flower, with great sub- 
stance and tranquil form, has enough green in 
its blue color to make it very near robin's egg 
blue. The beard is white; flowers do not fade. 
Mid-season. Good vigorous plant; sets seed; 
no pollen; well-branched 38” bloom stem.

No. 56-22 — Bluebird Blue X Celestial Blue 


A half sister to Galilee; also a half sister to 
Celestial Snow. Spring Valley is a large light 
blue self with a white beard, and a white band 
across the upper one-third of the falls. The 
flaring falls are much ruffled with very clean 
wide petals. The standards are ruffled, full 
petaled and tightly held; 34” tall with a well- 
branched stalk. Completely winter hardy. 
Mid-season. Has pollen and sets seed.

No. 53-44 — Yellow from Pink Breeding 


Round and full petaled, very clear medium 
light yellow self with a beard to match; no 
hatt marks. The color is so clear that this 
flower radiates a yellow inner light. 35” tall, 
well branched.

No. 51-60 — Cliffs of Dover X Sib 


Large lemon bearded white of great retine- 
ment and beautiful form. Medium flaring, 
nicely ruffled flowers are very well spaced on 
38” stems.

Like its mother, Cliffs of 
Dover, Irish Linen feels at home wherever tall 
bearded Iris can be grown. Fast increaser.

Medium light pink self with pinkish red beard, 
from a Mary Randall seedling which was !/. 

This breeding gives Fleeta thickness 
of petal, and a large completely hardy plant 
with blue-green foliage. The large flowers are 
nicely ruffled and carried on a well-branched 
strong 37” stalk. The falls flare nicely. Has 
pollen; sets seed easily.

This nicely formed snow white flower with a 
tangerine beard was bred to a plan started in 
1945 to produce a white Iris with a red beard. 
The first crosses were Snow Flurry X_ Pink 
Cameo, and New Snow X Cherie. During the 
next eight years much size and some vitality 
was lost because so few of the seedlings could 
be used —| in I6 in the second generation. 
Lipstick breeds true when crossed with two of 
its sister seedlings. 32” tall; good branching;

The 
heart of the flower is bright yellow, which 
shades off to almost white at the bottom of 
the falls and the top of the standards. The 
haft is very wide with gold threads radiating 
from the yellow beard. It blooms very late in 
the season; is winter hardy; 38” tall. H.C.

Perky is a large 64-inch yellow flower which 
opens wide and has one petal longer than 
the other two petals. The plant is small with 
narrow leaves. The slender wiry 33-inch 
scape carries the flowers just above the foli- 
age so the scape is hardly noticed. Flowers 
open early in the morning and stay out until 
dark; does not fade. Dormant, winter hardy, 
good grower and increaser.

Wide petaled, medium large, bright canary 
yellow self, carried on strong straight scapes 
38 inches tall. A day bloomer which stays 
in bloom until dark.
